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PREFACE 


It  has  for  a  long  time  been  my  desire  to  make  a  permanent  record 
of  some  of  the  history  and  statistics  of  the  Kennedy  family  to  which 
I  belong.  I  have  often  felt  the  lack  of  some  such  record  as  I  have 
searched  in  vain  for  accurate  information  of  my  early  Kennedy  an¬ 
cestors  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  America.  Much  valuable 
information  has  been  lost  by  fire  and  otherwise.  Many  records  have 
also  been  lost  through  neglect  and  carelessness.  Much  information 
is  scattered  piecemeal  in  various  places  and  families,  making  it  very 
difficult  to  get  a  clear  picture  of  the  family  as  a  whole.  The  official 
records  are  found,  if  at  all,  in  many  volumes  and  places  and  are 
difficult  to  piece  out  and  put  together.  I  have  encountered  much  frus¬ 
tration  and  many  bafflements.  However,  I  have  decided  to  proceed 
with  the  hope  that  however  inadequate  it  may  be,  this  book  will  serve 
to  obviate  to  a  degree  some  of  the  difficulties  enumerated  above. 

That  part  of  the  Kennedy  family  included  in  this  brief  history  is 
a  large  one  and  has  many  ramifications.  It  is  scattered  in  many 
states  of  the  union  and  many  of  the  modern  generations  I  do  not 
know.  I  do  not  have  their  addresses.  It  is  regretted  that  all  names 
could  not  be  included.  Particular  effort  has  been  made  to  include  all 
of  the  older  ancestors  from  the  first  generation  in  America  down  to 
about  the  sixth  generation.  Much  additional  information  is  also  in¬ 
cluded.  There  are  unavoidably  many  omissions  and  no  doubt  some 
inaccuracy  and  incompleteness.  Corrections  and  additions  are  wel¬ 
comed  with  the  hope  that  future  editions  may  be  more  complete  and 
accurate. 

There  has  been  included  a  number  of  blank  pages  in  the  back  of 
the  book.  The  purpose  of  these  blank  pages  is  to  enable  anyone  who 
so  desires  to  pick  up  his  or  her  family  line  at  the  appropriate  point 
and  bring  it  up  to  date.  Thus  the  family  of  husband  or  wife  can  be 
shown  along  with  the  names  of  children  and  grandchildren.  A  more 
or  less  complete  family  record  of  any  modern  family  can  thus  be 
made  available  in  a  single  volume.  This  procedure  is  recommended. 

The  history  and  genealogies  of  the  several  counties  in  North  Car¬ 
olina  should  be  carefully  observed  and  studied  since  all  counties  were 
not  made  at  the  same  time  and  at  least  one,  Dobbs,  does  not  now 
exist.  Craven  was  a  very  large  county  in  eastern  North  Carolina 
existing  from  early  times.  It  originally  included  several  counties  now 
in  that  part  of  the  state  including  Wayne  and  Lenoir.  Johnston 
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c  (Mint v  ua.s  Immed  from  the  upper  part  of  Craven  in  1746.  Dobbs 
County  was  formed  from  Johnston  in  1758  and  included  what  are 
now  Wayne,  Greene,  and  Lenoir.  Wayne  County  was  formed  from 
Dobbs  in  1779.  The  remainder  of  Dobbs  was  later  (1790)  divided 
into  Lenoir  and  Greene  Counties  and  Dobbs  County  disappeared.  It 
is  important  to  keep  this  county  genealogy  in  mind  when  searching 
early  records  or  reading  this  book. 

Some  of  the  early  Kennedys  were  members  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  often  called  Quakers.  This  applies  especially  to  that  branch 
that  moved  from  Lower  Falling  Creek  neighborhood  near  Kinston 
in  Lenoir  County  to  Quaker  Neck  near  Upper  Falling  Creek  near 
Goldsboro  in  Waynes  County.  It  is  not  known  that  any  of  the  Ken¬ 
nedys  who  remained  in  Lenoir  County  were  Quakers  but  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  they  were  not  since  none  of  their  names  are  mentioned 
in  available  Quaker  records.  Much  invaluable  information  about  the 
Wayne  County  Kennedys  has  been  obtained  from  Quaker  sources, 
especially  Hinshaw’s  Encyclopedia  of  Quaker  Records  in  the  United 
States.  Hinshaw’s  Encyclopedia  contains  countless  Quaker  family 
records  found  mostly  in  monthly  meeting  records  all  over  the  east¬ 
ern  part  of  the  United  States. 

A  great  deal  of  information  can  be  found  in  the  Colonial  Records 
of  North  Carolina  and  in  early  deed  books.  Early  war  records,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Revolution,  also  contain  valuable  information  although 
rather  meager  and  limited. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  work  many  individuals  were  consulted 
and  many  written  records  examined.  Since  I  was  born  and  now  live 
in  South  Carolina  it  has  been  difficult  to  search  all  sources.  Many 
valuable  sources  of  information  are  available  in  the  North  Carolina 
Archives  and  Historical  Records  at  Raleigh.  For  the  interest  of  those 
who  desire  to  make  further  study  of  their  families  there  is  given 
below  several  sources  of  information  which  should  be  of  help :

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Chapter  I 


Early  History 

The  first  known  Kennetlys  of  the  families  considered  in  this  rec¬ 
ord  appear  in  what  is  now  Lenoir  County,  North  Carolina,  in  the 
colonial  period  1740  to  1746  (see  Preface  for  county  genealogy).  In 
the  early  records  the  name  Kennedy  was  sometimes  spelled,  or  mis¬ 
spelled,  in  several  ways.  We  find  Kennedy,  Kenady,  Kennady,  Can¬ 
ady,  and  others.  However,  Kennedy  is  the  correct  spelling  and  is 
nearly  universally  used  in  all  early  records.  The  variations  were 
simply  misspellings  of  the  name  Kennedy. 

The  exact  date  of  their  arrival  is  not  known,  but  study  of  the 
Colonial  Records  of  North  Carolina  show  numerous  Kennedys  tak¬ 
ing  up  land  in  present  Lenoir  and  other  counties  during  the  period 
indicated.  There  is  no  known  written  record  showing  where  the  Ken¬ 
nedys  came  from.  However,  legend,  tradition,  and  word  of  mouth 
for  many  years  show  them  to  he  of  Scotch  origin.  Tradition  says  that 
they  came  to  America  from  County  Ayre,  Scotland,  their  Scottish 
home  being  near  the  town  of  Maybole,  not  far  from  the  birthplace 
of  Robert  Burns.  The  best  available  evidence  shows  this  to  be  true. 

The  years  1740-1750  are  included  in  a  period  of  great  advance¬ 
ment  and  expansion  in  North  Carolina.  Prior  to  the  Tuscarora  War 
(1711-1712)  the  settlements  were  confined  principally  to  the  Albe¬ 
marle  area  with  a  few  extensions  to  the  south  including  the  areas 
about  Bath  and  Newbern.  These  settlements  were  near  the  rivers  and 
sounds  and  did  not  extend  very  far  inland  especially  in  the  south. 
They  were  hemmed  in  and  restricted  to  the  coastal  area  by  the  very 
large  tribe  of  Tuscarora  Indians  that  occupied  the  adjacent  area 
from  the  Virginia  line  to  the  Neuse  River.  Up  to  this  time  there 
were  no  permanent  settlements  in  the  Cape  Fear  area  or  upper 
reaches  of  the  Neuse. 

The  Tuscarora  War  resulted  in  the  complete  defeat  of  the  Indians 
and  the  eventual  return  of  the  remnants  of  that  tribe  to  upper  New 
York  State.  The  defeat  and  departure  of  the  Tuscaroras  opened  up 
their  former  lands  to  white  settlers.  This  with  other  factors  resulted 
in  the  extensive  expansion  and  settlements  referred  to  above.  New 
counties  were  formed  and  vast  areas  of  new  land  opened  for  settle¬ 
ment.  These  new  lands  included  the  present  counties  of  Lenoir  and 
Wayne  which  were  first  in  Craven,  then  in  Johnston  (formed  1746), 
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and  later  in  Dobbs  (formed  1759).  There  was  a  great  influx  of  settlers 
to  the  area.  These  settlers  came  from  various  places;  many  came 
from  the  older  settlements  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  Many 
came  from  South  Carolina,  especially  to  the  lower  Cape  Fear  and 
upper  Pee  Dee  areas.  Others  came  from  England  and  other  Euro¬ 
pean  areas.  Some  of  the  settlers  from  abroad  came  directly  to  the 
North  Carolina  shores  but  it  appears  that  most  of  them  came  by 
way  of  Virginia.  They  landed  in  the  Norfolk  area  and  proceeded 
overland  to  their  new  homes  in  North  Carolina.  The  Colonial  Rec¬ 
ords  of  North  Carolina  contain  hundreds  of  references  to  land  war¬ 
rants  and  patents  showing  names  of  applicants  and  counties  in  which 
the  land  is  located.  A  great  many  of  these  land  grants  were  for  land 
located  about  the  Neuse  River  in  what  are  now  Lenoir  and  Wayne 
Counties. 

Among  the  early  land  grants  in  Craven  County  is  a  warrant  to 
William  Kennedy  in  1744  for  400  acres  in  Craven  County.  It  should 
be  noted  that  this  is  a  warrant  and  authorized  the  survey  and  other 
checks  and  arrangements  to  be  made  prior  to  the  final  approval  and 
“granting”  of  the  “patent.”  Grants,  Office  of  Secretary  of  State, 
North  Carolina,  show: 

1.  Wm.  Kennedy — 200  acres,  April  6,  1745,  Book  5,  page 
318,  File  No.  432 — “S.  side  of  Neuse  River”,  Craven  County. 

2.  Wm.  Kennedy — 400  acres,  Mar.  23,  1747,  Book  5,  page 
275,  File  No.  343 — “Both  sides  of  Little  Contentnea”,  Craven 
County. 

The  400  acres  shown  in  “2”  above  as  “granted”  in  1747  very  proba¬ 
bly  represent  the  400  acres  for  which  the  “warrant”  was  issued  to 
Wm.  Kennedy  in  1744.  He  very  probably  lived  on  this  400  acres  on 
Little  Contentnea  in  1744  or  perhaps  a  little  before.  It  is  believed 
that  this  was  the  original  Kennedy  homesite  in  Craven  County.  It  is 
certainly,  according  to  available  records,  the  first  land  granted  to  any 
Kennedy  in  Craven  County  and  William  Kennedy  was  the  owner. 

This  William  Kennedy  is  a  very  important  man  to  the  Ivennedys 
of  Lenoir  and  Wayne  Counties  for  he  is  believed  to  be  their  com¬ 
mon  ancestor  as  will  be  shown  hereafter.  Tradition  and  legend  have 
for  many  years  said  that  William  Kennedy  was  the  father  of  two 
sons,  Walter  and  John.  Now  we  know  a  good  deal  about  Walter  and 
John  Kennedy  and  their  records  are  authentic  and  fairly  well  known. 
Tradition  says  that  two  brothers,  Walter  and  John  Kennedy,  came  to 
present  Lenoir  County  about  1745.  They  probably  came  with  their 
father,  William,  for  certainly  they  were  all  three  in  the  County  about 
1745  (see  land  warrants,  patents,  wills,  etc.  for  this  period). 
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Walter  Kennedy’s  wife  was  Sarah  Fellow  and  they  lived  near 
Lower  Falling  Creek  in  1745.  They  had  two  children,  John  and 
Mary  (see  Will  of  Walter  Kennedy).  This  John  in  1769  married 
Sarah  Cox  of  Quaker  Neck  near  Goldsboro  in  Wayne  County.  They 
were  married  at  Lower  Falling  Creek  Meeting  House.  Some  time 
after  this  marriage  John  Kennedy  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Cox,  moved 
up  to  the  Cox  settlement  in  Quaker  Neck  in  Wayne  County  and 
lived  on  property  originally  belonging  to  his  wife.  He  was  the  great- 
great  grandfather  of  the  author  of  this  book.  John’s  sister,  Mary 
Kennedy,  married  his  wife’s  brother,  Richard  Cox,  in  1768  and  lived 
also  in  the  Cox  settlement  in  Quaker  Neck.  Thus  it  is  seen  that  all 
of  the  children  of  the  first  Walter  Kennedy  went  to  live  in  Quaker 
Neck  and  that  his  son,  John,  is  the  ancestor  of  the  Wayne  County 
Kennedys.  Walter  himself  died  in  1751,  a  young  man,  probably  not 
over  thirty  years  old.  Fie  left  two  little  children,  John,  four,  and 
Mary,  three  years  old,  the  John  and  Mary  mentioned  above.  The 
family  history  of  this  first  Walter  Kennedy  and  his  descendants  is 
complete  and  of  written  record  from  Walter’s  death  in  1751  to  the 
present  time.  Most  of  the  information  concerning  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths  of  the  early  times  can  be  found  in  Hinshaw’s  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  of  American  Quakers.  This  is  an  invaluable  source  of  genea¬ 
logical  information  for  anyone  of  Quaker  ancestry  and  will  hereafter 
be  referred  to  in  this  record  as  “Hinshaw”. 

John  Kennedy  was  the  other  son  of  William  and  the  younger 
brother  of  the  first  Walter.  For  simplicity,  he  will  be  referred  to  at 
this  time  as  the  first  John.  This  John  remained  in  Lenoir  County 
near  Lower  Falling  Creek  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  many  Ken¬ 
nedys  and  their  descendants  of  other  names  of  that  community.  The 
name  of  his  wife  is  unfortunately  not  known,  but  was  probably  Mary. 
The  records  of  the  period  contain  numerous  references  to  land  grants 
to  this  John  Kennedy  near  Lower  Falling  Creek  and  elsewhere  and 
the  large  land  holdings  of  Kennedys  in  this  area  are  well  known  to 
most  members  of  the  family.  He  was  the  Captain  John  Kennedy  of 
the  Dobbs  County  Militia  Company  during  the  Revolution  in  1777. 
The  record  of  his  descendants  is  fairly  complete. 

We  now  have  a  very  good  picture  of  the  early  Kennedys  in  Lenoir 
and  Wayne  Counties  (1740-1750).  There  is  William  Kennedy  and 
his  two  sons,  Walter  and  John.  For  many  yetirs  tradition,  legend, 
and  word  of  mouth  state  this  to  he  so.  Diligent  and  careful  search  and 
study  of  many  early  records  serve  to  confirm  it.  Any  effort  to  show 
all  of  the  confirmatory  evidence  is  considered  unnecessary  and  un¬ 
desirable.  Such  would  only  serve  to  clutter  up  the  record  and  con-

fuse  all  but  a  most  careful  student.  It  is,  however,  considered  de¬ 
sirable  to  present  a  few  important  confirmatory  references  as  follows: 

l.Old  tradition  and  legend  state  that  Walter  and  John  Kennedy 
were  the  sons  of  William  Kennedy.  There  is  no  known  docu¬ 
mented  proof  of  this  statement  but  combined  with  other  facts  it 
appears  to  be  true. 

2.  William  Kennedy  was  given  a  warrant  for  400  acres  of  land  in 
Craven  County  on  “both  sides  of  Little  Contentnea”  in  1744. 
This  land  was  in  what  is  now  Greene  County,  north  of  Greater 
Contentnea  and  only  a  few  miles  from  the  land  granted  to  Wal¬ 
ter  and  John  south  of  Greater  Contentnea  near  Lower  Falling 
Creek  about  the  same  time. 

3.  John  Kennedy  was  given  a  grant  for  100  acres  in  Dobbs  County 
April  24,  1762  as  follows: 

“John  Kennedy  100  Dobbs  on  the  N.  side  of  Neuse  River  and 
on  the  east  side  of  Lower  Falling  Creek  between  his  father’s  and 
Benj.  Herring’s  line. 

Beginning  at  a  red  oak.  .  .  . 

Date:  24th  April  of  1762.  sgd.  Arthur  Dobbs” 

Note  that  this  land  was  next  to  and  adjoined  land  of  his  “father”. 
This  father  could  only  be  William  for  William  and  John  were 
the  only  Kennedys  shown  in  colonial  records  in  this  area  at  this 
time.  Walter,  William’s  other  son  and  John’s  brother,  had  died 
in  1751,  aged  about  30  years. 

4.  Early  Land  Grants, 
a.  William  Kennedy  : 

(1)  Colonial  Records  of  North  Carolina — Vol.  IV,  p.  703, 
shows  that  Wm.  Kennedy  was  granted  a  warrant  for  400 
acres  in  Craven  County. 

(2)  Land  Grant  Book  No.  5,  page  318,  File  No.  432,  shows 
a  grant  of  200  acres  to  Wm.  Kennedy  in  Craven  County 
as  follows : 

“George  the  second  &c.  To  all  to  whonie  &c.  Know  ye 
that  we  &c  have  given  unto  William  Kennedy,  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  land  in  Craven  County  on  the  South  side 
of  Neuse  River,  joining  the  land  of  George  Roberts,  Be¬ 
ginning  at  a  pine  on  the  side  of  spring  branch,  runs  No. 
50  Et.  250  poles  So.  40  Et.  120  poles  So.  50  Wt.  250 
poles,  then  with  a  direct  line  to  the  first  station.  To  hold 
&c.  Dated  the  6th  of  April  1745. 

sgd.  Gab.  Johnston” 
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(3)  Land  Grant  Book  No.  5,  page  275,  File  No.  343,  shows: 
“George  the  second  &c.  To  all  to  whome  &c.  Know  ye 
that  we  &c.  have  given  unto  William  Kennedy,  four  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  land  in  Craven  County  on  both  sides  of 
Little  Contentnea,  Beginning  at  the  head  of  a  meadow 
at  a  red  oak,  running  So.  45  Wt.  252  poles  to  an  oak,  then 
So.  45  Et.  252  poles  to  an  oak,  then  No.  45  Et.  252  poles 
to  a  red  oak,  then  No.  45  Wt.  to  the  first  station.  To  Hold 
&c.  Dated  the  23d  day  of  March  1747. 

sgd.  Gab.  Johnston” 

The  tract  of  400  acres  in  (3)  above  is  most  likely  the  patent  for  the 
same  tract  of  400  acres  for  which  the  warrant  was  granted  as  shown 
in  (1)  above. 

Mrs.  Mattie  Kennedy  Parrott  of  Kinston,  Lenoir  County,  North 
Carolina  is  the  daughter  of  Alpheus  T.  Kennedy.  She  is  possessed  of 
much  valuable  information  concerning  the  Kennedys  of  Lenoir 
County  as  distinguished  from  the  Kennedys  of  Wayne  County  from 
whom  the  writer  descended.  She  has  furnished  the  author  invaluable 
aid  in  the  preparation  of  this  work.  She  supplied  the  following  in¬ 
formation  which  is  extracted  from  one  of  her  letters : 

“Looking  over  an  article  in  an  1899  issue  of  the  Kinston  Free 
Press  it  simply  mentions  the  name  of  William  Kennedy  among  a 
few  of  the  earliest  settlers — nothing  else  about  him.  As  he  seems  to 
have  been  the  first  Kennedy  in  what  is  now  Lenoir  County  it  is 
logical  to  assume  that  he  was  the  father  of  John  and  Walter.” 

This  conclusion  is  strongly  reinforced  by  the  fact  that  no  other 
Kennedys  are  mentioned  in  the  records  as  being  in  this  area  at  the 
time  considered — 1745-1755. 

b.  Walter  Kennedy : 

Colonial  Records  of  North  Carolina — Vol.  IV,  page  1047, 
show  that  Walter  Kennedy  was  given  a  warrant  for  100  acres 
in  Johnston  County  in  1750.  This  was  soon  after  Johnston 
County  was  formed  from  Craven  County  in  1746. 

Walter  Kennedy  died  in  1751  and  left  his  plantation  of  100 
acres  to  this  young  son,  John,  who  was  then  only  four  years 
old.  He  left  a  third  interest  in  this  plantation  to  his  widow, 
Sarah  Fellow  Kennedy,  for  her  life.  Apparently,  Walter’s 
young  son,  John,  was  referred  to  as  John  K.,  Jr.,  to  distin¬ 
guish  him  from  his  uncle  John,  Walter’s  brother. 

c.  John  Kennedy,  Jr.,  (Walter’s  young  son)  : 
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his  Will  for  it  was  probated  in  June  Court,  Johnston  County, 
in  1751.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  Walter’s  Will,  a 
plantation  of  100  acres  was  ordered  laid  out  to  John  Ken¬ 
nedy,  Jr.,  on  September  30,  1751.  (See  photostatic  copy  of 
Order  below)  : 

Note  that  Walter  Kennedy’s  Will  was  witnessed  by  his  brother, 
John  Kennedy  and  Rob.  Fellow.  John  K.,  Jr.’s  mother  was  Sarah 
Fellow.  It  is  believed  that  Robert  and  Sarah  Fellow  were  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  John  Fellow.  John  K.,  Jr.’s  land  lay  between  lands  of  John 
Fellow  and  Richard  Johnston.  In  other  words,  adjoined  his  grand¬ 
father  Fellow’s  land. 

Now  observe  the  following.  In  1770,  there  was  laid  out  to  John 
Kennedy,  Jr.,  145  acres  on  No.  side  of  Neuse  River  and  between  the 
lines  of  land  of  John  Fellow  and  Richard  Johnston.  See  copy  of 
deed  below  :

This  is  the  same  land  laid  out  to  John  K.,  Jr.  in  Sept.  1751  after  his 
father’s  death.  He  is  apparently  getting  a  new  title,  most  probably 
at  the  death  of  his  mother,  Sarah  Fellow  Kennedy,  because  she  had 
a  life-time  interest  in  one  third  of  the  land  of  her  former  husband.  The 
discrepancy  in  acreage,  145  and  100,  can  he  accounted  for  in  any  one 
of  several  ways.  John  K.,  Jr.,  could  have  bought  45  acres  additional 
and  adjoining,  or  the  first  survey  could  well  have  been  out  by  45 
acres.  It  could  just  be  his  mother’s  third  added  on.  The  last  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  correct.  Note  in  the  deed  below  that  the  land  borders 
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Neuse  River.  This  would  seem  to  place  Walter’s  land  to  the  south 
of  the  large  holdings  of  his  brother,  John,  to  be  shown  later. 

d.  John  Kennedy  (William’s  son,  Walter’s  brother),  ancestor 
of  Lenoir  County  Kennedys : 

From  the  family  record  of  Mrs.  Mattie  Kennedy  Parrott  of 
Kinston,  North  Carolina,  the  following  extract  is  taken : 

“John  Kennedy  of  Lenoir  County  (then  Dobbs)  lived  near 
Falling  Creek  on  or  before  1750  and  owned  land  still  in  pos¬ 
session  of  his  descendants.  He  was  the  brother  of  Walter 
Kennedy.  He  died  after  the  Census  of  1790.  He  married  be¬ 
fore  1764,  wife’s  name  uncertain  but  probably  Mary.

Mrs.  Parrott  also  told  the  author  personally  that  her  uncle  Wil¬ 
liam  Kennedy  said  that  Thomas  Kennedy  of  Wayne  County  visited 
Cedar  Dell  in  Lenoir  County  and  was  called  Cousin  Tom. 

Thomas  Kennedy  mentioned  above  was  the  grandson  of  Walter 
Kennedy.  He  had  a  son  late  in  life  by  a  second  marriage  named 
George  Fox  Kennedy.  George  Fox  Kennedy  corresponded  in  1916 
with  Mrs.  Parrott.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  one  of  his  letters 
to  her  in  1916 : 

“Raleigh,  4  mo.,  10th,  1916 
To:  Mrs.  James  F.  Parrott,  Kinston,  N.  C. 

My  dear  Cousin : 

Received  your  letter  Friday  and  will  say  I  must  have  written 
“great”  one  time  too  much,  as  Walter  and  Sarah  were  my  great 
grandparents.  Our  old  Bible  does  not  give  anything  about  them  only 
they  were  our  grandfather  John’s  (Kennedy)  parents.  My  grand¬ 
father,  John,  son  of  Walter,  was  born  29th  Sept.  1747,  died  the  31st 
of  Jan.,  1823,  aged  75  years,  4  mos.  .  .  .  Thomas  Kennedy,  my  father, 
was  born.  .  .  .  That  is  the  only  record  I  have.  Can  only  tell  you  what 
I  have  heard  my  father  say.  He  used  to  si>cak  about  his  uncle  William 
and  Thomas  (probably  his  cousins).  .  .  .  Walter  and  his  brother  came 
to  this  country.  .  .  .  And  I  have  heard  him  say  that  his  father,  John, 
came  to  Waine  and  settled  and  his  brother  (uncle)  stayed  down  about 
Newbern  (actually  Kinston).  Can’t  say  where  he  settled.  He  used  to 
go  down  to  visit  your  grandfather  and  called  him  Cousin  Thomas. 
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Don’t  know  whether  William  was  brother  to  Walter  but  I  think  that 

was  so.  [William  was  the  father  of  Walter.  Author.]  I  hope  I  have

The  above  serves  to  throw  light  on  the  blood  connection  between 
the  Lenoir  County  Kennedys  and  the  Wayne  County  Kennedys.  It 
also  throws  more  light  on  William  Kennedy. 

Items  a,  b,  c  and  d,  discussed  on  the  preceding  pages  show  William, 
Walter  and  John  Kennedy  all  living  in  Craven  County  (later  Johns¬ 
ton,  Dobbs,  Wayne,  Lenoir  and  Greene)  in  the  period  1744-1751. 
There  were  also  the  young  son  of  Walter,  John,  b.  1747,  and  the 
young  daughter  of  Walter,  Mary,  b.  1748. 

The  evidence  contained  in  the  items  mentioned  taken  with  much 
other  evidence  not  shown  confirms  the  statement  that  Walter  and 
John  Kennedy  were  brothers  and  that  William  Kennedy  was  their 
father.  This  is  taken  and  accepted  as  a  fact  and  William  Kennnedy  is 
considered  as  head  of  the  family  and  first  generation  in  America. 

There  is  a  matter  that  has  always  caused  trouble,  frustration,  and 
bafflement  to  genealogists.  It  is  the  difficulty  of  differentiating  be- 
wecn  two  or  more  persons  of  the  same  name,  living  in  the  same 
section,  and  at  the  same  time.  It  is  an  old  and  familiar  specter  to 
genealogists  and  can  be  solved  only  by  long  and  careful  study  of  the 
surroundings.  Too  often  it  cannot  be  solved  at  all.  At  the  period 
under  consideration  (Colonial),  there  are  many  Kennedy  names  to 
be  found  all  over  eastern  North  Carolina.  In  order  to  avoid  confu¬ 
sion  and  fruitless  surmises,  this  study  will  be  confined  to  Kennedys 
in  old  Craven  County  and  especially  to  those  of  the  later  Wayne 
and  Lenoir  Counties. 


There  follows  a  brief  genealogy  of  the  earliest  Kennedys  of  what 
is  now  Lenoir  County.  The  Wayne  County  Kennedys  derived  from 
the  Lenoir  County  Kennedys  and  will  be  considered  in  detail  in  a 
later  chapter. 

In  all  the  genealogies  Roman  numerals  are  used  to  show  genera¬ 
tion  in  America  and  Arabic  numerals  to  show  order  of  birth  in  a 
family.  We  consider  William  Kennedy  to  be  the  first  of  our  family 
in  North  Carolina,  first  generation  in  America.  His  first  child  was 
Walter.  They  are  shown  William  I  and  Walter  II  (1),  Walter  be¬ 
coming  second  generation  in  America,  first  child,  and  so  on.  The

John  Kennedy  III  (1)  married  Sarah  Cox  at  Falling  Creek  M.  II. 
(Lower)  on  Nov.  6,  1769  and  some  time  thereafter  moved  to  the  Cox 
settlement  in  Quaker  Neck,  Wayne  County.

John  Kennedy  II  (2)  remained  in  Lenoir  County  with  his  sons, 
John  III  (1)  and  Jesse  III  (2).  He  was  the  direct  ancestor  of  the 
many  Kennedys  of  Lenoir  County  and  their  descendants.  He  was  the 
Capt.  John  Kennedy  of  a  Dobbs  County  Militia  Company  in  1777 
during  the  Revolution.  Note  that  John  Kennedy  III  (1),  son  of 
Walter  II  (1),  and  John  Kennedy  III  (1),  son  of  John  II  (2) 
carry  the  same  identifying  numbers.  They  were  first  cousins.  In  this 
and  all  such  cases  it  is  necessary  to  differentiate  by  careful  scrutiny 
of  the  context  and  circumstances. 

This  chapter  concludes  with  the  brief  genealogy  given  above  of  the 
early  Kennedys  in  present  Lenoir  County  before  John  Kennedy 
III  (1)  moved  to  Wayne  County,  after  1769.  The  several  families 
will  be  considered  in  some  detail  in  later  chapters. 
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Chapter  II 


Notes  and  Memoranda 

In  study  and  research  of  the  Kennedy  family  over  quite  a  number 
of  years,  the  author  has  accumulated  numerous  notes,  extracts,  and 
memoranda  from  various  sources.  It  is  difficult  to  decide  what  to 
include  or  leave  out  in  what  is  hoped  to  be  a  rather  brief  story.  To 
anyone  making  a  detailed  study  and  searching  for  information  these 
notes  are  interesting,  important  and  necessary.  To  others  they  may 
not  possibly  be  so  interesting. 

It  is  considered  desirable  to  go  somewhat  beyond  the  mere  tabula¬ 
tion  of  statistical  data  and  to  include  a  certain  amount  of  what  is 
called  background  material.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  bring  the  picture 
into  clearer  view  and  enable  us  to  see  more  than  just  names  and 
dates.  With  this  in  view,  there  is  presented  in  the  following  pages 
some  of  the  notes  and  memoranda  mentioned  above  with  occa¬ 
sional  brief  comment.  There  may  be  a  small  amount  of  unavoidable 
repetition. 

LAND  GRANTS 

It  is  necessary  to  keep  in  mind  the  genealogy  and  birthdates  of  the 
several  counties.

COMMENT:  This  is  the  first  appearance  of  John  Kennedy  II  (2) 
in  the  official  records  of  N.  C.,  except  his  name  as  witness  on  his 
brother  Walter’s  will  in  1751.  Note  that  the  land  was  on  Lower 
Falling  Creek  and  joined  his  “father’s.”  This  John  possibly  owned 
land  prior  to  1762  but  he  very  likely  lived  with  his  father,  William, 
until  he  married  about  1762  when  he  obtained  the  above  grant.  His 
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first  son,  John  III  (1)  was  born  in  1764.  As  will  be  seen  he  later 
obtained  other  grants  and  eventually  became  a  very  large  land  owner.

COMMENT:  With  the  exception  of  the  one  made  out  to  John 
Kenedy,  Jr.  the  names  that  appear  within  the  grants  as  boundaries, 
etc.  correspond  to  names  in  old  family  deeds  which  Mrs.  Parrott 
has  had  handed  down  in  her  branch  of  the  family. 

Mr.  Edmund  W.  Price  of  Kinston,  North  Carolina,  whose  wife 
is  a  Kennedy  descendant,  stated  in  a  letter  to  the  author  in  1963,  as 
follows : 

“This  John  Kennedy  (II  (2))  had  large  land  holdings  in  Dobbs 
County  and  in  1880  my  wife’s  grandfather  (Walter  A.  Kennedy) 
had  3200  acres  left  out  of  the  John  Kennedy  property  located  east  of 
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Falling  Creek  north  of  U.  S.  Route  70.  Lands  of  Kennedy  Orphan 
Home  originally  granted  to  John  Kennedy.”

COMMENT:  This  is  the  first  known  record  of  any  land  granted 
to  a  Kennedy  in  Wayne  County.  It  was  formerly  the  property  of 
John  Kennedy’s  wife,  Sarah  Cox  Kennedy,  and  is  located  about 
seven  miles  west  of  Goldsboro  in  Quaker  Neck.  It  is  still  in  the 
ownership  of  a  Kennedy  descendant,  Mrs.  Celeste  Sears,  daughter  of 
William  Kennedy.  It  is  the  original  homesite  of  the  Kennedys  of 
Wayne  and  the  old  Kennedy  burial  plot  is  located  thereon.  For  many 
years  it  was  referred  to  as  the  old  Tommy  Kennedy  place.  Thomas 
was  the  son  of  John  Kennedy  III  (1).  It  is  believed  that  John  Ken¬ 
nedy,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Sarah,  in  1792,  had  the  property 
surveyed  and  recorded  in  his  name  as  indicated  in  deed  above,  no 
doubt  in  settlement  of  his  wife’s  estate. 


RECORDS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION

Records  of  the  Kennedys  in  the  Revolution  in  Lenoir  and  Wayne 
ounties  are  scarce.  It  must  be  remembered  that  Wayne  County  was 
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formed  from  Dobbs  in  1779  during  the  Revolution.  Lenoir  remained 
in  Dobbs  until  after  the  Revolution.  Such  Revolutionary  War  Records 
as  are  available  are  given  below : 

1.  Mrs.  Parrott  furnished  the  following: 

From  page  72  of  “History  of  Kinston  and  Lenoir  County”  by 
Johnson  and  Hallowman,  “Certain  other  military  officers  of  Dobbs 
County  are  shown  in  a  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  State  at 
Kinston  on  July  30,  1779.  Members  of  the  Council  who  met  with 
Gov.  Caswell  were  Joseph  Leech,  president  of  the  Council,  John 
Simpson,  Isaac  Guion,  William  Whitefield  and  R.  Bignall.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  allowed  Captain  John  Kennedy,  keeper  of  the  public  jail  for  the 
New  Bern  district,  an  extra  allotment  of  funds  to  supply  provisions 
for  prisoners  of  war,  taking  into  consideration  the  progress  of  infla¬ 
tion.”  Reference  given  is  State  Records  Vol.  XIV,  pp.  198-199  and 
p.  332. 

2.  The  following  is  a  roster  of  Capt.  Kennedy’s  company  of  militia 
in  Dobbs  County  in  1777.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  Lenoir  was 
still  a  part  of  Dobbs  at  this  time.  The  area  which  Capt.  Kennedy 
was  in  charge  and  from  which  many  of  his  men  came  was  that  part 
of  present  Lenoir  west  of  Kinston  as  far  as  Bear  Creek.  Neuse  River 
was  its  south  boundary  and  it  extended  northward  to  the  vicinity  of 
Araba  in  Greene  County.

COMMENT:  Note  the  many  names  listed  in  the  Company  that 
are  familiar  names  in  Lenoir  County.  The  John  Kennedy  listed  in 
section  2  of  the  company  is  said  to  he  that  of  John  Kennedy  III  (1), 
son  of  Walter  II  (1).  He  would  he  the  right  age,  30  years  old,  and 
is  believed  to  have  been  living  in  the  community  at  the  time.  It  is 
difficult  to  account  for  the  Walter  Kennedy  listed  in  section  3  of 
the  Company  except  as  being  the  son  of  Captain  John  and  an  older 
brother  of  John  III  (1),  son  of  Captain  John.  This  John  was  too 
young  at  the  time,  only  13  years  old,  to  he  in  the  Militia  which  in¬ 
cluded  all  able  bodied  males  between  16  and  60  years  old.  There  are 
many  John  Kennedy s  mentioned  in  North  Carolina  State  Records  in 
Revolutionary  times.  It  is  impossible  to  differentiate  between  them 
and  for  this  reason  it  is  considered  best  to  stick  to  the  known  ones 
from  Dobbs  County.  A  Walter  Kennedy  appears  as  head  of  family 
in  1790  Census  for  Lenoir  County,  who  can  only  be  accounted  for 
as  being  the  son  of  Capt.  John  Kennedy  II  (2).

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COMMENT :  This  typed  copy  made  from  a  photostat  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  by  Helen  K.  Gunn  September  18,  1962.  It  is  her  interpretation. 
The  name  of  the  plantation,  Denhisy,  might  not  be  correct,  it  is  almost 
illegible  in  the  photostat. 

This  Will  of  Walter  Kennedy  is  a  most  important  document  to 
all  Kennedys  of  Lenoir  and  Wayne  Counties,  but  especially  to  those 
of  Wayne,  for  he  was  their  direct  ancestor.  Of  course,  in  1751  Lenoir 
was  still  in  Johnston  County.  Here  we  have  in  1751  positive  evidence 
of  Walter  Kennedy  II  (1)  and  his  wife,  Sarah.  We  find  later  on 
that  Sarah’s  surname  was  Fellow.  We  also  have  positive  evidence 
of  Walter’s  two  children,  John  Kennedy  III  (1)  and  Mary  Kennedy 
III  (2).  From  John  Kennedy  III  (1)  for  two  more  generations  this 
family  record  is  complete  as  found  in  Hinshaw’s  Quaker  Genealogy. 
From  there  on  modern  records  carry  on  to  the  present  time. 

Walter’s  Will  is  important  also  because  of  the  witnesses.  John 
Kennedy  (II  (2)),  Walter’s  brother,  was  the  first  witness  to  the 
Will.  It  was  also  by  his  oath  that  the  Will  was  proved  for  probate. 
This  John  Kennedy  II  (2)  became  a  large  land  owner,  keeper  of 
the  jail,  and  Capt.  of  a  Militia  Company  in  the  Revolution.  He  was 
the  ancestor  of  the  Lenoir  County  Kennedys. 

The  second  witness  to  the  Will  is  Robert  Fellow  who  is  said  to 
be  the  brother  of  Walter’s  wife,  Sarah  Fellow.  The  Kennedys  of 
Wayne  County  are  very  fortunate  in  having  in  this  Will  such  a  good 
record  of  their  early  ancestors. 

B.  Will  of  John  Kennedy,  Wayne  County,  North  Carolina,  1820.

“The  twentifourth  the  Eighth  month  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty.  I  John  Kennedy  of  the 
County  of  Wayne  and  state  of  North  Carolina  being  weak  in 
body  but  of  sound  and  perfect  mind  and  memory  do  make  and 
ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  manner  and  form 
following. 

Imprimis.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife  three 
Feather  beds  and  furniture  four  cows  and  calves  four  Ewes 
and  lambs  three  sows  and  pigs  and  black  horse  and  also  as 
much  of  the  household  and  kitchen  furniture  as  she  wants  to 
make  use  of.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas 
heirs  and  assigns  forever,  all  my  land  (after  the  decease  of 
his  mother)  my  will  is  that  she  should  have  a  life  Estate  in 
the  lower  half  including  the  houses  after  which  I  give  the  same 
unto  my  son  Thomas  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  I  give  and 
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bequeath  unto  my  son  John  one  clock  one  mahogany  table  one 
poplar  ditto  one  cow  and  calf  all  the  remainder  of  my  property 
except  my  negros.  I  give  unto  my  son  Thomas  all  the  right  title 
or  interest  that  I  have  in  my  negroes  I  give  and  bequeath  unto 
the  society  of  friends  (called  Quakers)  also  all  the  right  in  the 
African  race  that  came  to  my  wife  by  virtue  of  the  will  and 
testament  of  her  father.  I  give  in  like  manner  to  the  said  so¬ 
ciety  or  to  the  agents,  by  them  appointed.  Lastly  I  do  nominate 
constitute  and  appoint  my  Two  sons  Thomas  and  John  Execu¬ 
tors  this  my  will.

COMMENT:  In  the  above  will  of  John  Kennedy  III  (1),  son  of 
Walter  II  (1),  the  Wayne  County  Kennedys  have  a  good  family 
record.  Here  we  find  his  2d  wife,  Elizabeth  (Outland)  and  his  two 
sons  Thomas  IV  (1)  and  John  IV  (2).  There  were  no  children  by 
his  first  wife,  Sarah  Cox,  who  died  in  1792.  John  III  (1)  was  living 
in  Quaker  Neck  in  Wayne  County  at  the  time  he  made  his  will.  The 
witnesses  are  his  Quaker  neighbors  and  associates. 

Note  that  he  left  all  of  his  land  to  his  older  son,  Thomas.  This 
for  the  reason  that  he  had  already  given  to  his  second  son,  John, 
one  half  of  his  property  in  the  previous  year,  1821.  This  one  half 
of  the  land  John  later  sold  to  his  brother  Thomas  and  the  plantation 
again  came  under  one  ownership.  The  will  was  probated  in  the  Feb. 
Court  1823,  the  same  year  that  John  Kennedy  III  (1)  died.

COMMENT :  The  John  Kennedy  shown  in  Dobbs  County  in  1790 
is  the  son  of  Capt.  John  II  (2)  and  the  Walter  so  shown  is  also 
believed  to  be  the  son  of  John  II  (2).  Fie  cannot  be  accounted  for 
otherwise.  The  John  shown  in  Wayne  in  1790  is  the  son  of  Walter 
II  (1)  and  is  the  John  who  married  Sarah  Cox  at  Falling  Creek 
M.  FI.  in  1769  and  later  moved  to  Wayne.  The  Mary  Kennedy  shown 
in  1790  census  as  head  of  family  is  believed  to  be  the  widow  of  John 
Kennedy  II  (2). 

There  are  many  other  names  of  related  families  appearing  in  the 
early  census  reports  of  Wayne  County.  Some  of  these  are  as  follows: 
Cox,  Musgraves,  Flowers,  McKinney,  Thompson  and  others.  Census 
reports  of  Dobbs  County  after  1790  (Lenoir)  are  not  accessible  to 
the  author. 
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Chapter  III 


Quaker  Records 


Because  of  their  importance  to  the  Wayne  County  Kennedys  it  is 
thought  advisable  to  consider  the  Quaker  Records  in  a  separate 
chapter.  They  also  hold  considerable  interest  for  the  Lenoir  County 
Kennedys,  especially  as  concerns  the  early  settlement  on  Lower 
Falling  Creek  and  some  of  the  people  involved. 

The  Society  of  Friends,  often  called  Quakers,  was  organized  in 
England  by  George  Fox.  For  simplicity,  the  term  Quaker  will  be 
used  in  this  record. 


The  Quakers  played  an  important  part  in  the  settlement  of  North 
Carolina.  They  were  among  the  very  first  settlers  and  established 
their  homes  in  Albemarle  County  in  what  is  now  Perquimans  County. 
They  came  to  North  Carolina  primarily  because  of  the  religious 
freedom  guaranteed  in  the  original  Charter  of  the  Lords  Propriotors. 
Many  Quakers  came  early  to  North  Carolina  from  Virginia  because 
they  considered  themselves  persecuted  by  the  Church  of  England 
which  was  established  in  Virginia.  There  were  many  who  came  from 
other  colonies  for  the  same  reason.  Of  course,  there  were  other  in¬ 
ducements  such  as  free  land,  etc. 


As  the  settlements  in  North  Carolina  spread  west,  south,  and 
southwest,  the  Quakers  spread  with  them  and  at  the  time  of  the 
Revolution  there  were  “meetings”  established  over  virtually  the  whole 
of  North  Carolina.  (See  Hinshaw’s  Quaker  Genealogy.)  Some  of 
these  many  monthly  meetings  in  North  Carolina  were  Wells  in 
Perquimans,  Core  Sound  near  Beaufort,  Falling  Creek  near  Kinston, 
Contentnca  (Contentny)  15  miles  north  of  Goldsboro  near  Fremont, 
N cusc  7  miles  west  of  Goldsboro  in  Quaker  Neck,  Rich  Square, 
Nahunta,  and  others.  After  1750  there  were  many  meetings  near 
Guilford  College.  The  Monthly  Meetings  with  which  this  record  is 
primarily  concerned  are  Falling  Creek  (Lower),  Contentnea,  and 
Neuse.  Neuse  Meeting  was  near  Upper  Falling  Creek.  This  is  why 
it  is  necessary  to  distinguish  between  Lower  Falling  Creek  in  Lenoir 
and  Upper  Falling  Creek  in  Wayne. 

After  North  Carolina  became  a  royal  colony,  the  Quakers  were 
again  confronted  with  the  hostility  of  the  established  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land.  In  addition,  the  Quakers  had  to  contend  with  the  troublesome 
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questions  of  bearing  arms  and  of  slavery,  both  of  which  were  against 
their  religious  tenets.  Between  all  these  the  Quakers  wrere  much 
troubled  and  harassed  and  often  considered  themselves  persecuted. 
The  final  result  of  all  these  conflicts  of  conscience  and  law  was  the 
departure  of  many  thousands  of  Quakers  from  the  Carolinas.  This 
migration  took  place  between  1800  and  1850  but  was  heaviest  about 
1825. 

The  Northwest  Territory  was  opened  for  settlement  about  1800 
with  the  provision  that  the  future  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois 
would  be  free  states.  This  was  the  signal  for  many  Quakers  of  the 
southern  states  to  move  west  to  the  new  territories  soon  to  be  free 
states.  Many  from  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  went  to  Ohio  while 
Indiana  seemed  to  be  the  goal  of  the  majority  of  the  North  Caro¬ 
linians.  The  result  wras  that  by  1850,  according  to  Dr.  Weeks,  one 
third  of  the  population  of  Indiana  were  Carolinians.  Of  course,  many 
Quakers  remained  in  Carolina.  The  Quaker  records  of  Indiana  show 
many  names  familiar  in  Wayne  and  Lenoir  Counties.  Among  these 
are  Kennedy,  Cox,  Fellow,  Musgrave,  and  many  others  too  numerous 
to  mention. 

Miss  Beatrice  Cox  of  Route  1,  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina  is  a 
great  student  of  the  Quakers  of  Wayne  County  and  her  knowledge 
of  them  is  very  comprehensive  and  complete.  She  has  been  most 
generous  in  sharing  this  knowledge  with  the  author.  It  is  thought 
that  some  few  of  her  many  letters  to  the  author  will  be  of  great 
interest  to  Kennedy  descendants  of  Wayne  and  Lenoir  Counties.

Dear  Mr.  Kennedy : 

My  sister  and  I  enjoyed  having  you  and  your  nephew  visit  us  and 
discuss  family  history.  Please  feel  free  to  come  again.  I  shall  try  to 
clarify  some  of  the  things  that  you  asked  about  in  your  recent  letter. 

The  records  of  Contentnea  Monthly  Meeting  are  rather  compli¬ 
cated  so  do  not  feel  too  badly  if  you  did  not  completely  understand 
them.  Few  people  do  unless  they  know  the  history  of  the  early  Quaker 
meetings  and  the  great  distances  between  families  of  that  day. 
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The  Coxes  first  settled  in  North  Carolina  in  Carteret  County  and 
had  their  church  membership  at  the  Core  Sound  Friends  Meeting. 
They  moved  to  Quaker  Neck  in  1740,  but  their  membership  no  doubt 
continued  at  Core  Sound  until  Falling  Creek  Monthly  Meeting  on 
Lower  Falling  Creek  was  established  in  1748.  They  became  members 
of  that  meeting,  attending  regularly  and  were  very  active  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  meeting. 

About  1754  a  member  from  the  Quaker  Neck  area  informed  the 
Lower  Falling  Creek  Meeting  that  he  was  no  longer  physically  able 
to  make  the  long  trip  to  that  meeting  for  worship.  He  requested  per¬ 
mission  to  hold  meetings  for  worship  in  his  neighborhood.  As  a 
result  of  this  request  a  meeting  for  worship  was  established  in  the 
home  of  Richard  Cox  on  the  Neuse  River  in  Quaker  Neck,  Wayne 
County.  Meetings  for  worship  only  were  known  as  Indulged  Meet¬ 
ings.  Sometimes  not  long  afterwards,  this  Indulged  Meeting  was 
changed  to  Neuse  Preparative  Meeting.  In  a  Preparative  Meeting 
members  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  elders,  overseers 
and  clerks.  Records  of  births,  marriages,  deaths  and  information  are 
kept.  However,  officers  and  records  must  be  accepted  and  approved 
by  the  Monthly  Meeting,  which  in  this  case  was  Lower  Falling  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting.  Each  Monthly  Meeting  can  be  made  up  of  one  or 
many  Preparative  Meetings.  Lower  Falling  Creek  Monthly  Meeting 
had  several  Preparative  Meetings.  There  were  at  least  one  in  Edge¬ 
combe  County,  two  or  more  in  Jones  County,  Neuse  at  the  home  of 
Richard  Cox,  Great  Contentnea  Preparative  Meeting  and  perhaps 
others. 

A  Monthly  Meeting  is  composed  of  all  the  members  of  all  the 
Preparative  Meetings  in  it,  be  they  one  or  several.  They  come  to¬ 
gether  once  per  month  for  worship  and  to  transact  the  business  of 
the  Monthly  Meeting.  A  Quarterly  Meeting  is  composed  of  several 
Monthly  Meetings  and  the  officers  and  members  of  each  Monthly 
Meeting  make  up  the  membership  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting.  Mem¬ 
bers  and  officers  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  come  together  four  times 
per  year  for  worship  and  to  transact  the  business  of  this  larger  group. 

In  those  early  years  there  was  only  one  Quarterly  Meeting  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina  and  that  was  in  Perquimans  County.  Quakers 
from  the  South  Carolina  to  the  Virginia  borders  traveled  all  that 
distance  through  the  wilderness  four  times  jkt  year  to  attend  Quart¬ 
erly  Meeting. 

Prior  to  1772  members  of  Lower  Falling  Creek  Monthly  Meeting 
decided  to  hold  the  Monthly  Meeting  in  the  home  of  Richard  Cox 
as  more  of  its  members  lived  in  that  area.  It  asked  for  permission 
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and  instructions  from  the  Quarterly  Meeting  in  Perquimans.  When 
the  final  instructions  came  from  the  Quarterly  Meeting  it  instructed 
the  Monthly  Meeting  to  be  moved  to  Greater  Contentnea  Preparative 
Meeting  instead  of  to  Neuse.  In  1772  Lower  Falling  Creek  Monthly 
Meeting  was  discontinued  and  all  the  records  including  the  member¬ 
ship  were  turned  over  to  that  Meeting.  That  is  why  the  Cox  and 
Kennedy  families  appear  in  the  records  of  Contentnea  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing.  At  the  same  time  they  continued  to  be  members  of  the  Neuse 
Preparative  Meeting. 

When  Contentnea  Monthly  Meeting  was  established  a  line  was 
drawn  across  the  state.  Meetings  on  the  east  side  were  to  go  to  Core 
Sound  Monthly  Meeting  in  Carteret  County  and  those  on  the  west 
side  to  Contentnea  Monthly  Meeting.  The  names  of  members  re¬ 
corded  in  Hinshaw’s  Encyclopedia  lived  in  a  dozen  or  more  counties 
and  were  members  of  several  Preparative  Meetings. 

At  the  Yearly  Meeting  held  at  Well’s  in  Perquimans  County  10th 
month  1789,  a  committee  of  23  Friends  was  set  up  to  establish  and 
supervise  a  second  Quarterly  Meeting  in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  to 
be  known  as  Contentnea  Quarterly  Meeting.  Contentnea  Monthly 
Meeting  was  part  of  this  new  Quarterly  Meeting. 

Neuse  Preparative  Meeting  was  permitted  to  establish  itself  as  a 
Monthly  Meeting  12-4-1841  and  thereby  was  no  longer  a  part  of 
Contentnea  Monthly  Meeting,  but  became  one  of  the  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ings  composing  the  Contentnea  Quarterly  Meeting. 

In  time  Neuse  Monthly  Meeting  became  the  mother  of  five 
Preparative  Meetings  in  Wayne  and  Sampson  Counties  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  from  400  to  500  members.  In  spite  of  improved  roads  and 
modes  of  travel  the  members  began  to  complain  of  the  hardships  of 
travel.  Eventually  Neuse  Monthly  Meeting  set  off  each  of  the 
Preparative  Meetings  as  Monthly  Meetings,  leaving  Neuse  with  only 
a  small  membership  in  that  area. 

You  asked  who  Richard  Cox  was  and  where  he  lived.  Richard  Cox 
lived  here  on  this  place  near  the  Neuse  River  and  near  the  first 
Neuse  Meeting  House.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Cox  and  father 
and  son  came  together  to  this  area.  He  was  (Richard)  my  father’s 
great  grandfather  and  my  mother's  great-great  grandfather.  He  was 

also  your  ancestor.  He  was  married  twice,  first  to  Elizabeth - . 

We  have  never  been  able  to  discover  her  maiden  name  or  when  she 
was  born  or  died.  A  son  of  this  union  was  Micajah  born  7-8-1751. 
Micajah  was  married  to  Louisa  Lancaster  at  Great  Contentnea  Meet¬ 
ing  House  4-11-1773.  Her  parents  were  William  and  Sarah  Lan- 
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caster.  To  Micajah  and  Louisa  was  born  Sanders  Cox  6-27-1785. 
Sanders’  son  Micajah  was  the  father  of  Elizabeth  Cox  who  married 
your  grandfather,  Colonel  Kennedy. 

Your  records  of  Richard  Cox’s  second  marriage  to  Mary  Kennedy 
8-10-1768  are  correct,  also  that  of  Sarah  Cox  to  John  Kennedy  6-1 1  - 
1769  at  Lower  Falling  Creek  Meeting  House. 

The  Cox  and  Kennedy  families  were  associated  from  Core  Sound 
to  Quaker  Neck,  though  part  of  the  records  of  both  Core  Sound  and 
Lower  Falling  Creek  were  lost.  I  have  been  told  that  Walter  Ken¬ 
nedy  lived  southeast  of  Goldsboro  more  in  the  vicinity  of  Seven 
Springs  or  White  Hall.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  they  were  correct 
as  there  are  Ivennedys  living  in  Southeastern  Wayne  County,  in 
Lenoir  County  and  in  Duplin  County  who  could  be  descendants  of 
Walter  and  Sarah  Kennedy.  If  this  is  true,  the  Kennedy  family  was 
much  nearer  Lower  Falling  Creek  Meeting  than  the  Cox  family. 

The  early  Friends  or  Quakers  travelled  wherever  necessary  to  at¬ 
tend  their  Meetings.  The  Cox  and  Kennedy  families  of  this  area  were 
no  exception.  They  attended  Core  Sound  Meeting  until  Lower  Fall¬ 
ing  Creek  was  established.  Then  after  the  meeting  was  established 
in  the  home  of  Richard  Cox  they  continued  to  go  to  Lower  Falling 
Creek  to  attend  Monthly  Meeting,  or  later  to  Contentnea  Monthly 
Meeting.  They  also  attended  Quarterly  Meeting  where  or  whenever 
it  was  held,  particularly  if  they  were  appointed  as  representatives  of 
their  Monthly  Meetings.  We  know  that  the  granddaughter  of  Richard 
Cox  rode  horseback  all  the  way  to  Core  Sound  and  carried  a  baby  in 
her  arms  to  attend  Quarterly  Meeting  because  she  was  appointed  a 
representative  from  Neuse  Monthly  Meeting. 

The  early  Quakers  were  a  sturdy,  industrious,  and  devout  folk  who 
had  the  courage  and  determination  to  live  up  to  their  convictions. 
They  believed  they  must  attend  to  the  Lord’s  work  where  ever  or 
whenever  it  might  be.  The  Cox  and  Kennedy  families  were  numbered 
among  those  early  Quakers. 

If  you  have  family  history  that  we  do  not  have  we  shall  be  happy 
to  have  copies  of  the  information.  Please  feel  free  to  contact  us  for 
information  that  we  have.

Dear  Mr.  Kennedy : 

Perhaps  I  should  have  written  you  as  soon  as  I  received  your 
letter  and  told  you  that  I  did  not  know  anything  about  your  ques¬ 
tions  which  would  have  been  about  right.  Instead  I  have  spent  most 
of  my  spare  time  searching  the  Cox  records. 

This  makes  the  fourth  letter  I  have  started  and  abandoned,  search¬ 
ing  the  records  more  to  see  if  I  could  figure  it  out.  When  I  read  the 
deed  you  sent  I  knew  it  would  be  necessary  to  find  a  parcel  of  Cox 
land  with  which  I  was  not  familiar  or  another  Kennedy  place,  so  I 
began  my  search.  I  studied  deeds  and  copies  of  deeds  made  to  Stanton 
Cox,  my  grandfather  and  to  his  oldest  son  Isaac.  I  found  among  the 
deeds  some  made  by  Thomas  Kennedy  to  both  Stanton  and  Isaac 
Cox  and  another  parcel  sold  by  his  daughter-in-law  and  her  second 
husband.  These  parcels  added  together  made  a  block  of  land  consist¬ 
ing  of  375  acres  that  joined  the  land  of  Stanton  Cox  on  the  south 
side.  However  I  found  other  evidence  to  prove  that  the  land  in  your 
deed  is  in  the  Quaker  Neck. 

According  to  family  history  passed  down  from  person  to  person 
the  Kennedy  land  was  originally  owned  by  Thomas  Cox,  father  of 
Sarah  Cox  Kennedy.  Thomas  had  a  second  wife  and  by  her  a  son 
William  born  1-6-1754.  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  out  much  about 
either  the  second  wife  or  son  William.  William  owned  the  Cox  family 
bible  that  the  grandfather  Thomas  brought  from  England  in  1690. 
He  sold  the  bible  to  John  Kennedy  and  I  think  that  the  date  and 
the  price  is  recorded  in  the  Bible.  I  have  seen  the  bible  only  once 
and  failed  to  copy  the  dates.  William  Cox  was  15  years  old  when  John 
Kennedy  and  Sarah  Cox  were  married  and  I  believe  that  he  lived 
in  their  home.  Perhaps  Sarah  was  responsible  for  him  before  she 
was  married.  William  would  have  been  44  years  old  when  John 
Kennedy  bought  the  Quaker  Neck  land.  I  do  not  believe  that  he  lived 
to  be  that  old  as  there  are  no  Quaker  records  of  him  or  his  activities. 
I  have  not  searched  the  county  records. 

I  have  always  thought  that  John  Kennedy  moved  to  the  Quaker 
Neck  when  he  married  Sarah  Cox.  This  could  have  been  assumption 
on  my  part  but  he  could  not  have  lived  far  away  as  he  was  so  closely 
associated  with  the  Cox  family.  His  name  appears  many  times  as 
witness  to  deeds  and  wills.  Sarah  Kennedy  died  1-6-1793.  They  lived 
together  23  years.  There  is  no  record  of  children.  A  son  of  Dr.  Jack 
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Kennedy  once  told  me  that  his  ancestor  John  Kennedy  owned  and 
lived  where  Cherry  Hospital  now  stands.  This  is  the  State  Hospital 
for  the  Colored  Insane.  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  give  you  definite 
information. 

The  statement  made  in  my  letter  to  you  about  the  Kennedys  and 
Coxes  being  associated  from  Core  Sound  to  Quaker  Neck  is  probably 
also  assumption.  Quakers  traveled  all  over  eastern  North  Carolina 
to  attend  meetings  so  they  knew  each  other  regardless  of  where  they 
lived.  We  have  no  actual  record  of  a  Kennedy  living  at  Core  Sound. 
We  do  know  that  the  Cox  family  did  live  there  for  a  while  but  do 
not  know  exactly  how  long,  as  we  do  not  have  the  date  they  came 
to  North  Carolina.  We  do  know  that  they  came  to  Quaker  Neck  in 
1740. 


Since  you  seem  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Cox  family  the 
following  information  from  Philadelphia  might  be  interesting.  The 
King  of  England  made  two  men  Lords  Proprietor  of  the  Philadelphia 
area.  They  became  bankrupt  so  24  men  (I  presume  all  were  Quak¬ 
ers)  bought  them  out  in  1681.  One  of  the  24  men  was  Thomas  Cox 
of  London  who  was  also  Lord  Proprietor  of  East  Jersey.  His  son 
Thomas  Cox  with  wife  Esther  came  to  America  on  the  ship  Kent  in 

1690  with  William  Penn  and  settled  in  what  is  now  Pennsylvania. 

* 

Thomas,  son  of  Thomas  and  Esther,  married  Mary  Chandler.  Thomas 
and  Mary  lived  in  Pennsylvania  until  Mary  died  and  their  daughter 
married.  Then  widower  Thomas  and  his  other  children — Richard, 
Thomas,  Edras,  Hannah,  Sarah  and  Elizabeth  came  to  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  Richard  is  our  ancestor,  Sarah  married  John  Kennedy  and 
Elizabeth  married  James  Musgrave.  I  presume  this  is  the  Musgrave 
mentioned  in  your  deed.  James  and  Elizabeth  Musgrave  had  a 
daughter  Hannah  who  married  a  Peter  Hines.  He  could  be  the  Peter 
Hines  in  your  deed.  Thomas,  brother  of  Richard,  married  Phebe 
Fellows  and  owned  the  land  from  Falling  Creek  to  the  land  in  your 
deed.  Before  the  date  of  your  deed  he  had  died  and  the  land  had  been 
divided  among  his  sons. 

We  have  never  looked  up  the  exact  location  of  either  Lower  Fall¬ 
ing  Creek  or  Contentnea  meeting  houses.  We  think  Lower  Falling 
Creek  was  near  Kinston  and  that  Contentnea  was  down  the  creek 
from  Snow  Hill.  Early  settlers  used  Neuse  River  for  transportation 
so  they  tended  to  settle  near  the  mouth  of  the  creeks. 

Was  John  Kennedy,  the  Second,  the  father  or  grandfather  of  John 
T.  Kennedy,  your  grandfather? 
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You  probably  have  Coxes  on  your  list  that  we  do  not  have  as  you 
also  have  those  who  were  non-Ouakers.  \Ye  should  appreciate  seeing 
your  list  of  Coxes  and  copying  off  those  we  do  not  have.

Dear  Mr.  Kennedy : 

Enclosed  is  an  article  that  recently  came  out  in  our  local  paper 
about  the  Kennedy  family.  We  think  that  you  might  be  interested 
in  it.  Do  not  bother  to  return  it  as  we  have  another  copy. 

Thank  you  for  your  recent  letter  and  the  information  that  it 
contained. 

You  asked  about  where  the  early  Coxes  were  buried.  We  are  not 
certain  about  where  the  first  Thomas  Cox,  father  of  Richard,  was 
buried  or  where  Sarah  Cox  Kennedy  was  buried.  We  know  that 
Richard  Cox  was  buried  at  the  old  Neuse  Meeting  Blouse  down  on 
the  river  near  the  present  Carolina  Power  and  Light  Company  dam, 
just  off  this  farm.  His  son  Thomas,  our  great  grandfather,  was  buried 
down  in  the  Quaker  Neck  near  his  home.  That  area  is  now  under 
water  in  a  lake  that  has  been  created  by  the  Carolina  Power  and 
Light  Company.  All  the  following  generations  of  our  family  have 
been  buried  at  the  present  Neuse  Meeting  House.  Other  members  of 
the  early  Cox  family,  who  were  not  our  immediate  ancestors,  were 
buried  at  local  burial  plots,  the  Kennedy  burial  plot,  or  the  old  Neuse 
Meeting  House  and  no  trace  of  the  graves  can  be  found  today.  I  think 
that  many  years  ago  I  saw  the  markers  for  Micajah  and  Sally  Pike 
Cox,  your  great  grandparents,  in  the  old  Kennedy  burial  plot  at  the 
Tommie  Kennedy  place. 

In  Neuse  Meeting  records  I  find  that  a  John  Kennedy  was  con¬ 
demned  for  marrying  out  of  union  8-2-1851.  Could  this  be  your 
great  grandfather?  If  so,  who  was  his  second  wife?  She  must  have 
owned  slaves  as  two  years  later  John  was  disowned  for  believeing  in 
slavery. 
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Enclosed  is  a  Kennedy  Family  Tree  I  compiled  from  information 
that  you  sent  me.  Will  you  please  correct  it  and  supply  missing  names 
and  dates?  You  did  not  give  information  beyond  those  I  listed.  I 
hope  that  it  makes  sense  as  you  read  it.  Please  return  the  corrected 
copy  to  me.  Thank  you. 

I  hope  that  you  have  the  good  fortune  in  assembling  all  the  informa¬ 
tion  needed  for  your  History  of  the  Kennedy  Family.

COMMENT :  A  careful  study  of  the  letters  of  Miss  Cox  reveals 
much  interesting  information  on  the  relations  of  the  families  of  Cox 
and  Kennedy.  At  the  time  considered,  both  families  were  Quakers. 
It  is  believed  that  Walter  Kennedy  II  (1)  was  a  Quaker  for  he  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  Fellow  of  a  Quaker  family  and  they  are  both  mentioned 
in  Quaker  Records.  Certainly  their  two  children,  John  and  Mary, 
were  Quakers  and  both  children  married  Quakers  and  were  prominent 
in  early  Quaker  meetings.  (Hinshaw.) 

In  later  years,  1820-1840,  many  of  the  Wayne  County  Quakers 
went  west  and  among  them  were  a  good  many  Kennedys.  Also,  some 
Quakers  married  out  of  union  and  their  connection  with  the  Quaker 
Church  thus  severed.  Others  for  some  reason  or  another  abandoned 
the  Quaker  faith  and  joined  other  denominations.  Thus  by  1850  and 
subsequently  there  were  many  Kennedys  of  Wayne  County  who  were 
not  Quakers.  The  family  of  the  author  was  among  these  non-Quaker 
Kennedys. 

The  following  extracts  from  Hinshaw’s  Quaker  Genealogy  shows 
very  clearly  the  genealogy  of  the  Wayne  County  Kennedys  from 
Walter  II  (1)  to  John  IV  (2)  inclusive:

Robert  Fellow  reported  m.  to  Rachel  Peele  12-13-1783. 

Many  of  their  children  went  to  White  Water  M.  M.,  In¬ 
diana  in  1831. 

(Comment:  White  Water  M.  M.,  Indiana  was  located  at  Rich¬ 
mond,  Indiana.) 

There  are  many  other  items  of  interest  to  be  found  in  Vol.  I  of 
Hinshaw.  Those  shown  above  are  representative  and  show  the  value 
of  Hinshaw  to  one  with  Quaker  ancestry.  They  represent  a  principal 
source  of  statistical  information  of  the  early  Kennedys,  especially 
those  of  Wayne  County. 

From  these  records  and  many  other  sources,  the  data  have  been 
obtained  from  which  the  genealogies  in  the  succeeding  chapters  have 
been  put  together. 
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Chapter  IV 


Genealogy  of  Wayne  County  Kennedys 

Chapter  1  concluded  with  a  brief  genealogy  of  the  early  Kennedys 
of  present  Lenoir  County.  John  Kennedy  III  (1),  son  of  Walter 
II  (1),  married  first  Sarah  Cox  in  1769  and  at  some  time  after  this 
marriage  he  moved  to  the  Cox  settlement  in  Quaker  Neck  in  Wayne 
County.  Sarah  Cox  Kennedy  died  in  1792.  There  were  no  children 
of  this  marriage.  John  Kennedy  III  (1)  married  second  Elizabeth 
Outland  in  1794.  This  couple  lived  at  the  old  Kennedy  home  place 
in  Quaker  Neck  and  had  two  children,  Thomas  and  John.  Thomas 
lived  at  the  old  Kennedy  home  place  of  his  father  until  about  1860 
when  he  moved  to  Indiana  where  he  died  in  1864.  His  home  place 
was  often  referred  to  in  later  years  as  the  “old  Tommy  Kennedy 
place.”  Thomas  Kennedy  was  an  ardent  and  faithful  member  of  the 
Society  of  Friends  and  held  many  important  offices  in  that  church.

JOHN  KENNEDY,  JR.  IV  (2) 

John  Kennedy,  Jr.  IV  (2),  son  of  John  Kennedy  III  (1)  and 
Elizabeth  Outland,  married  Sarah  Everett  Becton  (widow)  Sept.  19, 
1816.  Sarah  was  not  a  Quaker;  therefore,  John  was  disowned  for 
marrying  out  of  union.  lie  was  later  received  again  into  the  Society 
but  was  soon  disowned  for  owning  slaves,  lie  became  a  wealthy 
planter  and  had  large  land  holdings  about  five  miles  northwest  of 
Goldsboro  near  the  present  town  of  Rosewood.  They  lived  at  “Oak 
Hill,”  just  south  of  the  present  intersection  of  Highways  70  and  581. 
A  grove  of  oaks,  some  of  them  very  old,  can  still  be  seen  at  the  loca¬ 
tion.  John  and  Sarah  (often  called  Sallie)  raised  a  large  family  at 
Oak  Hill;  some  of  whom  became  Quakers  and  some  not.  Several  of 
the  Quaker  sons  moved  west  while  the  others  remained  in  Wayne 
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County.  The  records  of  several  of  the  children  of  John  Kennedy  IV 

(2)  are  incomplete  and  some  are  lost.  Richard  Lee  Kennedy,  son  of 
John  Thomas  Kennedy  V  (4),  worked  very  hard  on  trying  to  as¬ 
semble  records  of  the  Kennedy  and  Cox  families.  He  often  left  out 
dates  and  other  facts  or  they  were  not  available  to  him.  He  generously 
gave  the  author  the  benefits  of  his  researches.  In  the  following  gene¬ 
alogy  of  John  Kennedy,  Jr.  IV  (2)  much  of  his  information  is  used 
and  often  in  his  own  words.  When  this  is  done,  identification  is  made 
by  the  use  of  his  initials,  R.  L.  K.

John  Thomas  Kennedy  V  (4)  was  a  very  prominent  citizen  of 
Wayne  County  before,  during  and  after  the  Civil  War.  He  was 
always  referred  to  by  the  people  of  Wayne  as  “Colonel  Kennedy’” 
from  his  service  in  that  war,  in  which  he  reached  the  rank  of  Colonel. 

He  was  the  father  of  a  very  large  family  and  his  many  descendants 
are  now  found  all  over  the  United  States  in  various  states  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  He  married  on  Oct.  12,  1843  Elizabeth  Cox, 
daughter  of  Micajah  and  Sally  Pike  Cox.  He  lived  a  long  life  and 
died  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  Jan.  21,  1913  at  the  age  of  89  years. 

The  following  partial  extract  from  the  Goldsboro  News-Argus 
of  August  9,  1962  gives  a  few  of  the  highlights  of  the  life  of  John  T. 
Kennedy,  Col.  C.  S.  A.

WAYNE  HAD  FAMOUS  FATHER-SON  TEAM  SERVING 

IN  THE  CIVIL  WAR

One  of  few  cases,  doubtless,  in  which  a  Wayne  County  father  and 
son  served  in  the  Civil  War  was  that  of  Col.  John  T.  Kennedy  and 
his  son,  Dr.  J.  B.  (Jack)  Kennedy.  In  his  “War  Time  Reminiscenses,” 
written  in  1909,  J.  M.  Hollowed  noted  that  the  Kennedys  were  the 
only  father  and  son  in  the  Confederate  Army,  both  of  whom  were 
still  living  .  .  . 


Col.  Kennedy  was  from  a  prominent  Wayne  County  family.  His 
grandfather,  John  Kennedy,  owned  a  plantation  on  the  Neuse  and 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Neuse  Friends  Church,  in  1782.  He 
and  his  wife  were  buried  in  the  old  church  cemetery. 

Col.  Kennedy’s  father,  John  Kennedy,  married  Sarah  Everett 
Becton,  daughter  of  Joseph  Everette,  for  whom  Everettesville  was 
named.  They  lived  at  “Oak  Hill,”  just  south  of  the  present  intersec¬ 
tion  of  Highways  581  and  70.  A  grove  of  oaks,  some  of  them  very 
old,  can  still  be  seen  at  the  location.  Mary  Jane  Kennedy,  one  of 
the  couple’s  nine  children,  married  Needham  Stevens  of  Grantham, 
father  of  Sheriff  E.  A.  Stevens,  by  a  second  marriage. 

Col.  John  T.  Kennedy  married  Elizabeth  Anne  Pike  Cox,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Nathan  Pike,  for  whom  Pikeville  was  named.  He  and 
his  wife  lived  at  “The  Meadows,”  on  the  site  where  O’Berry  Train¬ 
ing  School  is  located.  They  had  nine  children,  their  oldest  son  being 
J.  B.  Kennedy  (Dr.  Jack  Kennedy). 
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San  JiU'k  Enlists 

John  T.  Kennedy  was  37,  and  his  son  Jack  just  turned  16,  when 
the  Civil  War  opened  in  April,  1861.  Jack  enlisted  the  same  month, 
according  to  Moore’s  Roster.  That  fall,  the  Wayne  County  company 
to  which  he  was  attached  became  a  part  of  the  newly  formed  35th 
N.  C.  Infantry,  with  which  he  served  until  his  discharge  on  August 
16,  1862,  when  the  term  of  his  enlistment  probably  ran  out. 

He  appears  to  have  later  gotten  back  into  the  war.  Part  of  a 
Morse  telegraph  set  (the  sounder)  with  which  he  reportedly  wired 
to  Richmond  the  death  of  Stonew'all  Jackson  in  May,  1863,  is  owned 
by  a  granddaughter,  Mrs.  John  B.  Flowers,  Jr.,  of  Mt.  Olive.  He 
is  also  said  to  have  been  one  of  Jefferson  Davis’  bodyguards,  on 
the  flight  from  Richmond. 

R.  J.  Reaves,  manager  of  the  local  Western  Union  office,  says  the 
telegraph  set  is  the  oldest  model  he  ever  saw. 

Father  Enters  War 

Col.  John  T.  Kennedy  got  into  the  war  in  July,  1862,  when  he 
organized  and  became  captain  of  a  cavalry  company  drawn  from 
Wayne,  Johnston  and  Wake  counties.  A  month  later  the  company, 
along  with  two  other  mounted  companies  from  North  Carolina,  be¬ 
came  part  of  the  62nd  Georgia  Regiment.  Kennedy  was  promoted  to 
major  and  put  in  command  of  the  three  N.  C.  companies. 

The  62nd  Georgia  was  on  picket  duty  in  Eastern  North  Carolina 
and  southeastern  Virginia  from  the  fall  of  1862  until  May,  1864, 
when  it  was  ordered  to  Petersburg,  Va.  to  help  turn  back  the  first 
federal  assault  on  that  city. 

In  June,  Kennedy,  who  had  been  promoted  to  lieutenant-colonel, 
was  severely  wounded  in  a  cavalry  skirmish  south  of  Petersburgh. 
In  July,  he  was  assigned  as  colonel  in  command  of  the  newly  formed 
75th  N.  C.  Regiment,  but  never  recovered  sufficiently  from  his 
wounds  to  be  much  with  the  regiment. 

A  chapter  on  the  75th  N.  C.  Regiment  was  written  for  Clark’s 
History  of  North  Carolina  Regiments  by  Kennedy  and  Lt.  W.  F. 
Parker. 

First  Sheriff  After  War 

Kennedy  was  Wayne  County’s  first  sheriff  after  the  war.  He  was 
left  in  reduced  circumstances  by  the  war,  having  invested  heavily  in 
Confederate  bonds.  He  died  at  the  Old  Soldiers  Home  in  Raleigh 
in  1913,  at  the  age  of  89,  and  was  buried  in  the  Confederate  Ceme¬ 
tery  there. 
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Kennedy’s  grandson,  Brig.  Gen.  John  Thomas  Kennedy,  was  in 
command  of  Fort  Bragg  during  World  War  II.  Now  retired,  he 
lives  in  Columbia,  S.  C.  He  was  the  first  South  Carolinian  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor.  The  award  came  for  an 
exploit  during  the  Philippine  Insurrection  in  1909. 

Col.  Kennedy’s  wife  died  in  1901.  He  later  lived  with  his  son, 
Jack,  in  the  Grantham  Community.

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Chapter  V 


Kennedys  of  Lenoir  County,  North  Carolina 

This  chapter  is  concerned  with  the  Kennedys  of  Lenoir  County. 
This  large  family  lived  from  early  times  generally  about  Lower  Fall¬ 
ing  Creek,  several  miles  west  of  Kinston.  Many  Kennedy  descendants 
still  live  in  this  community.  It  is  thought  that  the  beautiful  Kennedy 
Orphan  Home  is  located  at  about  the  center  of  the  Kennedy  land 
holdings. 

It  will  he  recalled  that  Walter  Kennedy  II  (1)  died  in  1751. 
Walter’s  son,  John  III  (1),  moved  to  Wayne  County  some  time 
after  his  marriage  in  1769.  Walter’s  brother,  John  Kennedy  II  (2), 
remained  in  Lenoir  County  and  is  the  direct  ancestor  of  the  Ken¬ 
nedys  of  that  County  and  their  descendants.  For  the  sake  of  conveni¬ 
ence  and  completeness,  the  genealogy  of  the  Kennedys  of  Lenoir  will 
start  with  John  Kennedy  II  (2)  and  the  identifying  numbers  will 
follow  accordingly.

Richard  Kennedy  IV  (9)  was  the  last  child  and  youngest  son  of 
John  Kennedy  III  (1),  the  son  of  John  Kennedy  II  (2).  The  infor¬ 
mation  contained  in  the  genealogy  of  Richard  Kennedy  which  fol¬ 
lows  was  obtained  in  large  part  from  the  records  of  Mrs.  John  A.

The  name  of  this  Richard  Kennedy’s  wife  was  Sarah  Loftin.  They 
had  three  known  sons  and  possibly  other  children.  The  following

“Ashley  Thomas  Kennedy  born  June  23,  1844  and  died 
August  11,  1920  had  two  brothers  who  fought  in  the  same  regi¬ 
ment  and  company ;  Richard  Kennedy  and  Elbert  Kennedy  en¬ 
listed  August  6,  1861 — Co.  A,  40th  Regiment — War  Between 
the  States.

Conclusion 

This  chapter  will  not  be  very  long.  It  is  intended  primarily  as  a 
means  of  making  acknowledgments  to  those  who  have  generously 
assisted  the  author  in  the  preparation  of  this  book.  It  is  also  planned 
to  give  a  little  information  about  the  author  including  a  summary  of 
his  military  service. 

The  Ivennedys  referred  to  in  this  book  lived  in  the  early  days  in 
Wayne  and  Lenoir  Counties,  North  Carolina.  These  two  counties 
are  in  the  middle  Neuse  River  country.  The  land  is  very  fertile  and 
the  country  beautiful.  The  climate  is  mild  and  pleasant  and  the  sea-

sons  generally  good  for  fine  crops.  In  the  earlier  days,  there  were 
many  large  plantations  generally  devoted  to  raising  cotton.  Of  course 
the  necessary  other  crops  were  also  produced  but  the  money  crop 
was  cotton.  In  later  years,  much  tobacco  was,  and  still  is,  raised  in 
the  community.  The  agriculture  is  now  much  diversified  and  in- 
eludes  poultry,  livestock,  corn,  small  grain,  fruit  and  other  products. 
Industries  have  also  come  to  the  cities  and  towns  and  many  schools, 
banks,  and  commercial  establishments  exist.  The  country  is  thriving 
and  prosperous.  Things  are  not  like  they  were  in  the  days  of  the  large 
cotton  plantations  and  one  crop  economy.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
author,  they  are  now’  better. 

A  look  at  the  genealogies  will  show’  how  members  of  the  Kennedy 
family  are  spread  all  over  the  United  States.  From  the  early  Kennedy 
settlements  on  Lower  Falling  Creek  near  Kinston,  we  now  find 
relatives  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  It  is  regretted  that  the 
present  home  of  all  members  could  not  be  shown.  A  few  have  been 
shown  in  order  to  give  a  picture  of  the  spreading  out  over  the  country 
of  members  of  the  family.  This  represents  and  is  indicative  of  the 
pioneer  spirit  of  America.  The  Kennedys  were  not  immune  to  this 
urge  to  move  and  press  forward. 

In  early  times  the  Kennedys  of  North  Carolina  were  mainly  plant¬ 
ers,  as  were  nearly  all  Americans  of  the  south  in  those  days.  Now- 
days  we  find  Kennedys  in  all  walks  of  life;  farmers,  lawyers,  doctors, 
preachers,  teachers,  and  all  trades  and  professions.  In  all  our  wars, 
the  Kennedy  family  has  furnished  its  full  share  of  the  manpower 
required.  It  is  a  good  family  and  one  in  which  we  can  all  take  pride.

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ABOUT  THE  AUTHOR 

The  author,  Brig.  Gen.  John  T.  Kennedy,  U.  S.  Army,  Ret’d., 
now  (1963)  lives  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  He  was  burn  in 
Colleton  County,  South  Carolina,  July  22,  LS85,  but  the  family  soon 
moved  to  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  and  it  was  in  this 
county  that  he  spent  his  youth.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Orangeburg  until  1903.  He  then  received  a  scholarship  to  'Flic 
Citadel,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  where  he  was  a  student  until 
1904  when  he  was  fortunate  enough  to  receive  an  appointment  to 
West  Point.  This  was  the  beginning  of  his  military  career  which 
lasted  from  his  entry  to  West  Point  in  1904  until  he  retired  from 
active  service  in  1946. 

Upon  graduation  from  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  in  1908, 
young  Kennedy  was  appointed  2nd  Lt.  6th  Cav.  and  joined  his 
regiment  at  Jolo,  Philippine  Islands.  He  |>articipated  in  several  en¬ 
gagements  with  hostile  Moros  in  1909  and  was  severely  wounded 
in  the  action  on  Patian  Island,  July  4,  1909.  He  was  awarded  the 
Medal  of  Honor  for  bravery  in  this  battle. 

After  returning  to  the  United  States  in  1910,  Lt.  Kennedy  served 
at  various  stations  and  on  the  Mexican  border.  He  was  with  Gen.

Funston’s  expedition  to  Vera  Cruz  in  1914  and  with  Gen.  Pershing’s 
expedition  after  Villa  in  northern  Mexico  in  1916.  He  went  to  l'rance 
in  World  War  I  with  the  5th  Field  Artillery  regiment  in  August, 
1917,  and  served  in  France  with  the  1st  Division  until  the  end  of 
the  war.  He  went  with  the  1st  Division  to  Coblenz,  Germany,  on 
the  Rhine,  and  served  there  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  until  April, 
1919.  Upon  return  to  the  United  States  in  1919,  he  was  assigned 
to  duty  as  instructor  at  the  Field  Artillery  School  at  Fort  Sill, 
Oklahoma. 

From  1919  to  the  entry  of  the  United  States  in  World  War  II 
Kennedy  was  promoted  through  the  various  grades  and  served  at 
different  stations.  His  duties  included  much  work  at  several  of  the 
army  schools  including  duty  as  a  student  and  instructor.  He  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  Army  War  College  in  1932  and  was  detailed  on  the 
General  Staff  where  he  served  a  term  of  four  years. 

At  the  beginning  of  World  War  II,  he  was  promoted  to  Brigadier 
General  and  assigned  to  command  the  large  army  post  of  Fort  Bragg, 
North  Carolina.  He  commanded  this  post  throughout  the  war  and 
soon  after  the  war  was  retired  as  Brig.  General  in  1946.

During  his  series  of  assignments,  General  Kennedy  received  the 
following  decorations  and  medals:  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor; 
Distinguished  Service  Medal;  Legion  of  Merit;  Silver  Star;  Purple 
Heart;  Officer  of  the  Etoile  Noir  (French  Decoration);  Philippine 
Campaign  Medal;  Mexican  Campaign  Medal;  World  War  I  Cam¬ 
paign  Medal;  World  War  11  Medal  and  other  citations. 

The  citation  awarded  for  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  reads 
as  follows : 

Second  Lieutenant,  6th  U.  S.  Cavalry.  While  in  action  against 
hostile  Moros  he  entered  with  a  few  enlisted  men  the  mouth  of 
a  cave  occupied  by  a  desperate  enemy,  this  act  having  been  or¬ 
dered  after  he  had  volunteered  several  times.  In  this  action 
Lieutenant  Kennedy  was  severely  wounded. 
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The  citation  for  Distinguished  Service  Medal  reads  as  follows: 

Lieutenant  Colonel,  Field  Artillery,  U.  S.  Army.  As  a  regi¬ 
mental  commander  during  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  and  the 
Meuse  Argonne  offensive  he  displayed  conspicuous  efficiency, 
marked  aggressiveness,  and  leadership.  By  his  exceptional  tech¬ 
nical  and  executive  ability  he  solved  many  perplexing  problems, 
although  much  handicapped  by  losses  in  men,  material,  and 
animals.  He  at  all  times  rendered  invaluable  support  to  the  at¬ 
tacking  Infantry  and  proved  to  he  a  material  factor  in  the  result 
achieved. 
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
